A Hindoo Tompls Built In Ja v a In the 


E i g h t h Century. 
The Boroboetloer unearthed by Sir 
Stam ford Raffles when 
the English 
ruled in Ja v a was built by the H in­ 
doos in the eighth century and is by 
far the finest example of their work 
in the island. 
Standing on a hill in 
the middle of the valley, this impos­ 
ing edifice, covering nearly ten acres, 
rises to a height of upw ard of a hun­ 
dred feet above the summit of the hill. 
It consists of a series of stone ter­ 
races built on top of each other in di­ 
minishing magnitude so as to leave 
circum scribing galleries and crowned 
by a vast cupola. Entrance to the gal­ 
leries is gained by four stairw ays— 
north, south, east and west—which 
run from the ground straight up to ! 
the big top terraces, in the middle of 
which stands the crowning cupola, 
surrouuded by numerous smaller lat- j 
tieework cupolas, from w hich one may 
step aside into any of the intermediate i 
galleries. 
The whole is built of stone, showing ! 
an immense amount of carving, and, 
I though there is no genuine inside to j 
; the temple, many of the galleries are

in, 
innumerable 
Images 
of 
Buddha occupying niches or proini- j 
nent positions on the w alls, and the \ 
i sides of the galleries were paved with |
